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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


AND STATE FOREST RANGER 

1991 was avery dry and busy year for the New 
Hampshire Forest Fire Service as well ass local fire 
departments due to our increase in the number of fires. Our 
three major causes of fires in 1991 were non-permit, 
children and smoking materials. 450 wildland fires in New 
Hampshire burned approximately 150 acres for an average 
fire size of one-third acre. 


Primarily, the local fire department is responsible for 
extinguishing these fires. Keeping the average fire size this 
small is a tribute to early detection by citizens, our fire 
tower lookout system and the quick response of our trained 
local fire departments. 


In every municipality, there is a Forest Fire Warden 


and several Deputy Wardens that are responsible for directing 
Suppression action on wildland fires, working with other fire 
department members under the direction of the N.H. Forest 


Fire Service to make sure that all fire department members 
are properly trained and equipped for suppressing wildland 
fires. Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Wardens receive 
Specialized training each year, presented by the N.H. Forest 
Fire Service, to keep their skill level and knowledge of forest 
fire laws up to date. 


The local Warden and selected Deputy Wardens are also 
responsible for issuing burning permits for any open burning 
that is to be done in their community. In New Hampshire, any 
open burning, except when the ground is completely covered 
with snow, requires a written fire permit prior to lighting 
the fire. Before doing any open burning, it is recommended 
that you contact your local fire department to see if a permit 
is required and to save your community the cost of sending 
fire equiprnent on a false alarm. Any person violating the 
permit law (RSA 224:27) shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Please help your local Warden and fire department by 
requesting a fire permit before kindling a fire, by 
understanding if they tell you it is not a safe day to burn and 
help keep New Hampshire green! Thank you for being fire 
Safe.

Annual Report for 1991 
Again it was a fairly quiet year for the Planning 


board during 1991. In March, Marc Braun resigned from the 
Board. At Sandi Pierson’s request, she was appointed to 
replace Marc.

MASCOMA HOME HEALTH SERVICES 
TOWN REPORT - 1991 


Wo are pleased to have the opportunity to report on the 
activilies of Mascoma Home Health Services for 1991, our 
Twenty Second year of providing home and community health 
care to the residents of your community. 


This has been a year of tremendous growth in the need 
and request for home care services. Nursing visits have 
increased 60%. We are proud of our staff of nurses, home 
health aides, therapists, homemakers and parent aides. Their 
experience, dedication and skill in caring for people in their 
home has made it possible for us to meet this challenge. 


The Maternal and Child Health Program is available to 
young families in the community. This program includes a 


well child clinic with an enrollment of 175 children 0-6 years 
of age who receive immunizations, physical exams, vision 
screening, and information on nutrition, dental care, safety, 


child development. Follow-up home visits to some children 
and families are made by nurses specializing in pediatric care 
and palicnt aides, to help them care for themselves and their 
children in the most productive and positive way possible. 
This year we have added a Respite Child Care Program 
available to families enrolled in our programs. 


Cornmunity clinics including, monthly blood pressure 
screenings, routine foot care and a yearly Flu Clinic are also 
a part of the health promotion activities of the agency. 
Anyone is welcome to attend these clinics. 


This year the professional staff has made 10,056 home 
visits. In the town of Orange 38 visits were made. Twelve 
individuals received services in all programs. 


On behalf of the Board of Directors made up of 
communily volunteers, the staff and the people who are 
helped by your care a thank you for your part in making our 
programs possible. We look forward to working with you in 
the coming year.

RECYCLING COMMITTEE 
RECYCLING- WHAT HAS IT MEANT FOR ORANGE? 


Orange's recycling effort has been encouraging during 
1991. Although it's impossible to estimate accurate 
participation by residents of the town, activity at the Canaan 
Transfer Station has steadily Increased as reported by volunteer 
leaders such as Gerri Daniels of. Orange and Gary Woods of 
Canaan. This In turn has cut down on our regular trash pick-up 
each week. As most Orange residents know, we currently recycle 
clear, amber and green glass, aluminum cans and foil, steel and 
tin cans, plastic milk and juice Jugs, newspapers, plastic pop 
bottles, glossy catalogues, corrugated cardboard, and 
magazines. You may also drop off used oil at the Lebanon 
recycling center on Route 12A in West Lebanon, but not as yet 
in Canaan. 

In the future those of us who have been active in the 11 
town Upper Valley Solid Waste Management District which 
includes Orange hope to have a system for regular hazardous 
waste drop-off sites somewhere in the Upper valley to receive 
paint cans, batteries etc. 

Financially we are averaging approximately $65/ton for 
Canaan/Hanover/Lebanon/Orange operating expenses at the 
Lebanon recycling center. Thus our total costs for 1991 
including our 10% share of Canaan's recycling center operating 
and equipment costs plus transportation to Lebanon and our 
proportionate share of Lebanon recycling center's capitol 
equipment is $1,395. We are hopeful that one or more other 
towns in the Upper Valley will join our Initial 4 in utilizing our 
Lebanon facility during 1992. When this occurs, a proportionate 
refund of the original equipment costs will be made to Orange 
and the other charter member towns. 

The chief advantage of recycling is of course an 
environmental one - a reuse of many of our resources rather than 
discarding same in landfills. Landfills are becoming an ever 
more costly item to build - the new one mow being built in 
Lebanon is estimated at $1 Million. In addition, when the new 
one is built, the old one has to be “capped off" at an estimated 
cost of $500,000. The average lifespan of landfills absent of 
recycling efforts has been estimated at ten years. With our 
Lebanon recycling center plus the joint effort of 
Canaan/Orange's transfer station recycling team in place we 
hope to expand the new landfill lifespan by at least five years. 

If you haven't as yet joined our recycling bandwagon, try 
it - you'll like it! We in Orange have been singled out in the 
press as one of the originator recycling communities in the Upper 
valley. We are concerned citizens when it comes to preserving 
the pristine beauty of our town and recycling is a manifestation 
of that concern.

Polls opened at 3:00 p.m. Moderator Daniel Hazelton 
Business meeting started at: 7:01 p.m. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose by ballot and plurality vote a Town 
Clerk, a Town Treasurer, one Selectman for three years, 
one Cemetery Agent, one Overseer of Public Welfare, one 
Budget Committee Member for three years, two 
Auditors, one Road Agent, one Tax Collector, one Library 
Trustee, one Deeding Agent, one Trustee of Trust Funds 
for one year and other officers that the Town may 
judge necessary. Election of Officers were held. Votes 
tabulated when meeting was over. 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes to 
pay necessary Town charges. Moved and seconded. No 
discussion. Passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount 
of three percent on taxes paid in full within thirty days 
from the date of the bill, with the stipulation that the 
discount becomes forfeited if it is not deducted by the 
payer at the time the payment is made. Moved and 
seconded. No discussion. Passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
prepayment of taxes and to authorize the Tax Collector 
to accept payments in prepayment of taxes in accordance 
with provisions of N.H.R.S. 80:52-2. Moved and 
seconded. No discussion. Passed by voice vote. 


ARTICL! 5S: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and the Deeding Agent to administer or dispose 
of any real estate acquired through the Tax Collectors 
Deed in the town or to the original owner, as justice may 
require. Moved and seconded. No discussion. Passed by 
voice vote, 


ARTICL! 6: To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
prepayment of resident taxes and authorize the Tax 
Collector to accept payment in prepayment of taxes. 
Moved and seconded. No discussion. Passed by voice 
vote, 
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ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to accept and expend gifts of money or 
personal property, for the purpose intended by the donor 
and in addition apply, receive and expend any federal or 
state assistance not anticipated as of the annual Town 
Meeting, on the condition that the Selectmen shal! 
account to the voters of the Town for such additional 
receipts and expenses in accordance with the provisions 
of N.H.R.S. 31:95B. Moved and seconded. No discussion. 
Passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of $2,500.00 from the Cemetery Trust Funds for 
the construction of an exit road out of the Church 
cemetery. Recommended by the Cemetery Commission. 
Moved and seconded. Selectman Lyell Smith explained 
what the proposed change would be. He stated it would 
allow the vault trucks better access to the lower part of 
the cemetery. Mr. Williamson stated that the area was 
quite sandy and a road going down the hill would be much 
easier for the heavy vault trucks. Mr. Proulx expressed 
concern that it might encourage unwanted traffic and 
possible vandalism and ruin the beautiful tranquil setting 
that exists. Selectman Gerri Daniels stated that 
convenience was not the only issue but that it would 
make the lower part more accessable and available for 
sale. Mrs, Pfaefflin suggested that an amendment be 
added to include a gate. Further discussion. Selectman 
Valia stated that a gate for the entrance and exit had 
been planned. The Moderator called for a hand vote. 
Article passed. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the town will Vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 to purchase a 
computer system for the Selectmen's office. Moved and 
seconded. Discussion held. Selectmen explained why it 
was necessary. Mrs. Proulx questioned if the requested 
amount would be enough. Further .discussion. Mrs, 
Marshall asked an amendment be added to read " if the 
Selectmen would find they need more money for the 
computer equipment they be allowed to spend up to a 
total of $3,000.00." Amended ‘article passed by voice 
vote. . 


Moderator Daniel Hazelton stated to the audience that 
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would like to take a poll of who would be interested in 
viewing a wideo they had regarding timber bridges which 
the following Article dealt with. By hand vote it was 
decided to watch the video after the meeting. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 as a fourth 
installment to be added to the Tuttle Hill Bridge 
Replacement Capital Reserve Fund, previously 
established. Moved and seconded. Mrs. Proulx asked 
if the Town would have any say in what was going to be 
built. Selectman Valia stated that we would have 
partial say, and we were currently on a waiting list 
with 1995 as the projected year for the bridge to be 
constructed. Selectman Smith stated that the $3,000.00 
would bring the total up to $21,621.64, which was a 
little over what the State suggested we set aside. 
Further discussion. Article passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
Highway Block grant Fund of $18,909.94 for 
construction, reconstruction, and maintainance of Class 
4 or 5S highways and for the purchase of equipment. 
Moved and seconded. Selectman Valia stated that no 
special equipment was planned, only replacements if 
needed. He explained the type of work that might have to 
be done, such as ditching, culvert work, cold patching 
and the removal of dead trees etc. Mr. Proulx asked 
about the Block Grant Money. Discussion held. Article 
passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $600.00 for the purchase of a 
fireproof safe for the Selectmen's office. Moved and 
seconded. Mr. Sova entered an amendment to increase 
the amount to $1,200.00 for two safes, one for the 
Selectmen and one for the Treasurer. Amendment 
moved and seconded. Amended article passed by voice 
vote. 


ARTICLE 13: Optional Adjusted Elderly Exemptions: Shall 
we adopt optional adjusted elderly exemptions from 
property tax? The optional exemptions, based on 
assessed value, for qualified taxpayers shall be as 
follows: for a person 65 years of age up to 75 years, 
$15,000; for a person 75 years of age up to 80 years, 
$20,000; for a person 80 years or older, $30,000. To 
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qualify, the person must have been a New Hampshire 
resident for at least five years, own the real estate 
individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by 
his spouse, they must have been married for at least 
five years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a net 
income of less than $10,000 or, if married, a combined 
net income of less than $12,000; and own net assets not 
in excess of $30,000 excluding the value of the person's 
residence. (This article will be voted on by a yes or no 
paper ballot). Mr. Sova made a motion to pass over the 
Article until the polls have been closed. Motion passed. 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $250 to be donated to the New Hampshire 
Property Taxpayers Defense... The purpose of this fund is 
to recover money spent by municipalities on unfunded 
state mandates. Moved and seconded. Selectman ‘smith 


explained that in 1984 a constitutional amendment was 
passed requiring that the State not mandate any now 
programs without funding. Over the course of the years 
the State tried working around that amendment mandating 
several programs which have cost municipalities money. 
The Supreme Court recently stated that the State was 
wrong. Currently the City of Franklin is attempting to 
see how much the State owes. They have asked the 
towns for help with the legal fees of this court case. 
Selectman Smith stated although there are no 
guarantees, it is possible to recoup monies. Discussion 
held. Mr. Reed proposed an amendment “to accept the 
proposed Article with the proviso that the Selectmen 
may judge, after further information.” Seconded. 
Amended Article defeated by voice vote. Voted on 
regular amendment. Passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500 for the work on the lown 
Hall addition. Moved and seconded. Selectman Smith 
stated a retaining wall is needed in back of the new 
addition. Discussion was held. Mrs. Stevens raised the 
question about roof repair monies. , Moderator Danie] 
Hazelton closed polls at 8:00 p.m. Further discussion 
was held regarding Article. Passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 13: The Article previously had been moved until 
after the polls closed. Discussion was held regarding 
what the Article meant. Mr. Sova explained further. 
Mr. Moore raised the concern that although it solves 


the problem now, a few years down the road it would be 
off. Questions were raised about reassessment. 
Selectmen reassured everyone that reassessment would 
be done this year. Mr. Sova stated we should be on the 
side of the elderly. Question was moved and seconded. 
A paper ballot was held; ballot outcome was 43 yes 
votes, 2 no votes. Article passed by paper ballot. 


ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town, pursuant to RSA;231:22 -A, 
will vote to reclassify the section of Tug Mountain Road 
from Brun's camp to the Marc Braun residence, from 
Class 6 to Class 5; with the condition that the road be 
upgraded with the betterment assessment under RSA; 
251:28-30. Moved and seconded. Mr. Prosser asked the 
people not to pass the Article as it could eventually 
change how the Town could develop in the future. 
Discussion held... Article was voted down by voice vote. 

ARTICLI 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and/or 

appropriate the sum of $109,959.94 as called for by the 


budget, recommended by the budget Committee, and pass 
any vote in relation thereto. Moved and seconded. Mrs. 


Pfacfflin stated the Article needed to be amended to 
reflect the previous changes, amount should be read 
$111,559.94, Mrs. Stacy questioned about the Library, 
Selectman Daniels explained that at the previous budget 
hearing it was decided to bring the question before the 
people and let them decide what should be done. 
Moderator Hazelkton suggested that this be discussed 
under Article 19. The amended Article passed by voice 
Vole 

ARTICLE 18: To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, and 
other officers heretofore and pass any vote relative 


thereto. Moved and seconded. Mr. Moore gave the 
recycling report stating that we have had phenomenal 


success. From last August to the end of the year the 
two lowns had saved some 27 tons of recycled items. 
Mr. Moore asked for a show of hands to see how many 


residents currently use the recycling station. Over half 
the residents in attendance raised their hands. Selectman 
Daniels states that many people from our town also 
volunteer at the recycling station. Mr. Moore stated 
recently a recycling logo contest was held in the local 
high schools with Mascoma Valley Regional High School 
winning. Mr. Proulx stated that some of the figures in 
the |own Report were incorrectly written. On page 
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sixteen of the Town Report under Summary of lax Sales/ 
Liens Accts. near the bottom of the page, under [otal 
Debts in the 1989 column, the figure should read 
$15,795.58, Also at the top of the page under 
Overpayments- a/c Property Taxes, the first column 
reads $214.14. The amount missing that goes next to it 
is $4.00. Mrs. Daniels stated that in. the front of the 
book under the Planning Board the following names should 
be added: Ray miller, Fred Moore, Daniel Hazelton. 


ARTICLE 19: To transact any business that may legally come 
before the meeting not on the warrant. Mr. Sova asked 
for a show of hands of those residents who would prefer 


a Saturday School Meeting or a Monday evening school 
Meeting. Mr. Proulx asked for an update on the 
reappraisal of the town. Selectman Valia stated that it 


would start approximately the first week in May. Mr. 
Marshall stated the Town should be proud of the job the 
Boy Scouts did in constructing the ramp outside the Town 
House, A round of applause was given, The work was 
done by Eagle Scout Joe Stacy and the Grafton Boy Scout 
troop. Mrs. Cady asked about the current status of the 
Library. Selectman Daniels stated it was the Board's 
feeling that we keep it open and allocate funds or close 
it. State laws need to be followed if it is to be kept 
open. Discussion held. Mr. Sova suggested a committee 
to be formed to look into what should be done. 
Volunteers were Charles Sova, Sharon Proulx, Kathy 
Stacy, Sue Pfaefflin, Louise Cady, Jo Moulton and Jean 
Williamson. Joy Marshall stated a thank you to be given 
to whoever did the Town Report and a thank you for the 
fine job the Selectmen have done this year. A round of 
applause was given. Mrs. Proulx made a motion that, at 
the discretion of the Librarian, anything upstairs that is 
junk should be cleaned out. The Moderator stated he felt 
a round of applause should be give to Mr. Gwynne 
Prosser, who is moving in the near future. A standing 
Ovation was given. Mr. Gwynne Prosser has been an 
active member of our Town for many years, 


ARTICLE 20: There being no further business, the 
moderator adjourned the meeting at 8:53 p.m.
